3 >ector of public schools In Peel 
ounty, celebrated his 85th birth¬ 
day quietly at his home on Chapel 
street, Saturday. Mr. Galbraith, in 
poor health for some weeks past, 
has rallied with the coming of 
warmer weather, and is rapi^ar^on- 
the way to recovery. On Saturday 
he received a few of his friends of 
the town and county, and cheerfully 
accepted their congratulations. 

Mr. Galbraith was bom near 
Dunbarton, Ont., son of the late John 
Galbraith. After obtaining the de¬ 
grees of Bachelor of Arts, and later, 
Master of Arts, he took up the pro¬ 
fession of tuition. He taught at 
I Palmerston, at Hanover, in Halton 
County ana in Oakville. At Hanover 
he was principal for four years. 

In Streetsville High School, Mr.
